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Abstract of JP5056940 

PURPOSE:To easily and rapidly measure the 
electrocardiogram in water by putting water 
into a water tank, cooling the water, dipping 
the face of a patient mounted with electrodes 
in his body into the cooled water in the water 
tank and obtaining the patient's 
electrocardiograph in this state. 
CONSTITUTION The water is put from a 
faucet 7 of the water tank via a water feed pipe 



into the water tank 1 . The water in the water 
tank 1 is cooled from about 7 deg.C to about 
25 deg.C by using, for example, ice 1 1 . The 
temp, of the water is measured by a 
thermometer 3. The patient P is then made to 
stand on a floor 100 and the three electrodes 
20 are mounted to his chest. An 
electrocardiographic telemeter transmitter 21 
connected to the electrodes 20 is mounted to 
the body of the patient P. The 
electrocardiographic telemeter transmitter 21 




constitutes electrocardiographs 21, 22 
together with an electrocardiograph telemeter 
receiver 22. The face of the patient P is dipped 
into the cooled water 10 and is allowed to 
stand still for a prescribed period of time in this 
state. The electrocardiogram is then obtd. The 
patient P holds handles 5 mounted to both 
flanks of the water tank 1 with his both hands 
in order to stabilize his body at this time. 
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
